About midnight the officer in charge 
of the vessel sent for me, stating that 
several of the mon wished to see me. 
I had retired several houts before, but 
arose, dressed and went to see them. 
I found four men in the gangway and 
asked why they called me. The 
spokesman said they were very un- 
comfortable; there was no room be- 
tween decks and they bad to lie on 
deck. I replied that I knew they 
were uncomfortable; in a day or two 
we would be in a pleasant latitude, 
and in the meantime I would see what 
could be done. They finally said 
whisky would make it all right; I told 
them that was quite out of the ques- 
tion, as it would make it all wrong. 
They left without asy manifesta- 
tion of disappointment or anger 
impressed with the idea 
that the interest I had expressed was 
the result of intimidation, and not 
from dispvsition to look after the 
comfort and weil-be.oz of those under 
me—& not unimportant duty of all uf- 
ficers under whom men are placed

Oa my trial by court-martial it ap- 
peared in evidence that the first night 
out, and probably previous to my 
ing called to see these men, the draft 
had been canvassed to ascertain who 
among them could work the engine 
and what their other qualifications 
were to run the vessel. One man was 
missing and supposed to have been 
thrown overboard by the others; he 
cause was not surmised, but it may 
well have been his ccndemnation of 
the plans of the ringleaders. 

following morning I asked sev- 
eral of the men as to their breakfast, 
aud they expressed their satisfuction ; 
but finding that they had not had 
potatoes or other vegetables, I made 
a request of Captain Tinkiepaugh, 
who commanded the Ocean Queen, 
and he informed me that in the future 
they would be provided. 

In the afternoon tin pote and 
the dinner furniture of my drafy—

Te captain of the vessel, not with- 
out cause, was much concerned b 
reason of this mutinous conduct and 
the disrespectful and menacing ex 
pressions of my men, and told me he 
felt much disposed to put into Hamp- 
ton $s and get rid of twelve or 
fifteen, if not all of my draft. Whilst 
I had to admit that the conduct and 
language of some of them were dis- 
respectfu] and mutinous, I told him I 
hoped he would pursue his voyage; if 
he went into Hampton Roads the de 
lay would be serious, and I felt satis- 
fied we could control the .nen. 

The following morning I was in the 
act of inspecting their breakfast, when 
I was asked to do #0 by Bussell, one 
of my draft, in the most disrespecttul 
manner. The breakfast consi:ted of 
hard , coffee or tea as preferred, 
and hominy and molasses. I then 
became convinced that the object of 
some of my men was to havea diffi- 
culty, quite irrespective of any treat 
ment which it was in my power to 
have bestowed upon them. 

Soon after breakfast I heard Iussell 
and Kelly in conversation with Boat- 
swain Bell, my assistant. The declared 
they had eaten nothing since they had 
been on board; if their dinner that day

It consisted of very good 
fresh beef, boiled potatoes, hard bread 
of excellent quality, and tea or coffee 
as preferred. Kelly and Bussell, in 
answer to the boatswain’s inquiry, 
said that thg dinner was satisfactory, 
and added, doubtless with irony, a 
fectly so.” Their feigned dissatisfac- 
tion up to that time bad been but a 
pretext for the evil conduct intended, 
which they now proceeded to carry 
into effect. The boatswain, not accus- 
tomed to irony from sailors, was quite 
deceived, aad coming to me said there 
would be no- difficulty; that, on in- 
specting their dinner, the men had ex- 
pressed lves “perfectly satis- 
fied.” This aveFment on bis part did 
not deceive me. The earnest manner 
and excited expression of countenance 
of the persons I looked down upon 
from the burricanc deck, where I was 
seated, were full of meaning. I was 
armed with a navy revolver, which, 
however, was not visible. 

Captain Tinklepaugh was in the 
port gangway, and near at hand, al) 
armed with large revolvers, were Chief 
Engincer Phelps, Dr. Gibbs of the 
vessel, Dr. Woodward (a passenger), 
and Mr. Bell, the boatswain ; also some 
others who hed been made aware of 
the intended attack. 

A messenger from Captain Tinkle- 
paugh, who knew where I bad sta- 
tioned myself, informed me that the 
men had made ap attack 1m the port

and j iately shot Kelly dead and 
snapped my/pistul at the third man, 
who ran as soon as the shooting 
and was preceded by those forward of 
him in the gway. Several other 
shots were fired by the gentlemen 
referred to, one of whom must have 
killed Bussell, although the testimony 
on my trial attributed it tome. Both 
of these men were berculeanin build— 
Keliy some inches over six feet in 
height, and Bussell somewhat under 
six feet, heavily built and muscular. 
The chief engineer, who was endeavor- 
ing to prevent the advance of Bussell, 
had his hand upon his breast with the 
thumb and forefinger widely sepa- 
rated. The ball that killed Bussell 
cut lighty a part of the flesh between 
them. No other injury occurred to 


any one.

memory, young,

is that of the proud metropolim of 
Southern California. In viow of all 
this we may well consider some of our 
most pressing needs. 


Foremost among these, and one that 
is growing with the continued influx of 
population into our midst, and that is 
emphasized with the arrival of every ex- 
cursion train, is the need of better 
hotel accommodations. This is a want 
which if not soon supplied will mater- 
ially affect the reputation and the pros- 
perity of the city. Among the tourists 
who come here desirous of spend- 
ing the winter, and who waonld 
remain and their money 
here, thus adding to our business activ- 
ity, too many are deterred from doing 
so, because we have so little to offer 
them in the way of hotel comforts. They 
dislike to be set down in this land, pro- 
verbial for the beanty of ita climate and 
productions, its gardens and orange 
groves, upon dry and dusty pavements, 
where their surroundings are the same 
as in their home cities—only brick wa!'s 
and the noise, dust and bustle of the 
busy street. What we need is a modern 
hotel, with large, airy, well-lighted 
rooms, surrounded by oxteusive grounds, 
with an abundance of ornamental 

trees for shade, with flowers 
and plessant walks—on every hand 
the beauty of semi-tropical nature, 
which is the charm sought for by our 
wealthy tourists. Those who come

There are many attractive sites upon 
the various hills where a hotel with all 
of these advantages might be erected — 
numerous bills which would afford an 
unsurpassed outlook, a wide sweep of 
vision, a landscape as varied and pleas- 
ing ascan be found anywhere under 
the suo, including mountain, plain and 
valley, bilis, river and sea. 
Los Angeles has capital enough 
which migbt combine for this purpose, 
and give to us a public house worthy of 
our growth and of our rapidly advane- 
ing prosperity. Our growth io almost 
every other direction is satisfactory, 
but our lack in this respect is noticeably 
appirent. Let some public-epirited 
capitalist remedy all this and give to 
Los Avgeles a hotel such as she needs, 
and one that sball be worthy of the 
future that is to be hers. It would bes 
good investment. 


Not less imperative than our hotel 
néeds is that of properly paved streets. 
No stronger argument for the necessity 
of such improvement need be cited 
than the almost impassable condition of 
our principal thoroughfares after our 
last rain. This condition was such tbat 
there was necessarily a partial bush in 
all business activity, and as for pleas- 
ure, it was foreed to call abalt and wait 
for the subsidence of the mud. The 
first days after the storm was over, 80 
radiant with sunshine and warmth, 
were useless days, so far as any out-of- 
doors pleasuring was concerned. One 
could not walk, and one could 
not drive in the condition of our 
streets. This should be remedied. What 
kind of pavement sbould be adopted it 
is pot for us here ty suggest, but that 
it is a necesstiy that our principal streets 
should be paved, and that as soon as 
possible, we do not hesitate to declare. 
The old Roman knew the value of good 
roads and public highways. They were 
the grand arteries of Roman strength, 
through which the mighty flow of civil- 
izahon surged. The center of their 
vast network was in the Imperial City, 
and to-day the streets of Rome are 
hardiy less ite pride than in the old 
days of the empire's splendor. So sub- 
stantially did the old Romans build the 
highways of the empire that aiter two 
thousand years of traffic and of travel 
we find large portions of them intact, 
the unbroken highways of the present 
generation. 


A regards the different kinds of stone 
used for street paving, it is essential 
thet the stone employed should 
be tough as wellashbaerd. Sandstone is 
too easily crashed, limestone is objeo- 
tionable from its slight solubility in 
water. Flint is hard enough, bat it is 
brittle and easily crushed to powder. 
Bat Los Angeles has that most desir- 
able stove for this purpose, the endar- 
ing gramite. We have other material 
which might be utilized for paving, 
and there is no reason why Los Angeles 
should be left to flounder in the mud 
for days after every severe storm, 
pleasure be called to a halt ander the 
brightness of the clear skies which suc. 
ceed the rain, an! business be at a par- 
thal standstill antil Nature's polics, the 
wind and the sunshine, are able to 
make our principal streets passable 
again. As soon as possible, paved 
streets shoald be an accomplished fact 
for the metropolitan city of Los An- 
geles. 


Still another pressing need is a better 
system of water supply. 

Los Angeles, with ber present water 
supply, has enough for a population of 
at least fifty thousand people, if the an- 
necessary seepage were avoided by 
having the water distribated through 
proper channcle. Instead of open 
ditches, where there is great loss 
from rapid evaporation the 
oozing of the water through porous 
banks, these ditches should be piped 
with either stove or cement pipes and 
the water distributed threugh these, 
thus avoiding the waste and befoalmeant 
of which there is now so mach ground 
for complaint. A good water system 
means health for the city, and an 
abundant supply for & much larger 
population than Los Angeles at present 
contains. 

Still another need is that more atten- 
tion should be given to improving aad 
beautifying our parks. They should 
also, as the city is enlarged, be malti- 
plied. Thereis nothiog fairer in the 
great city’s wilderness of brick and 
stone than these remnants of Nature 
which man has spared it, if properly 
kept. There should be an abundance 
of shade, together with green grass, 
and if possible, pleasapt fountains. 
Los Angeles bas not a single park worthy 
of the name. Her plazas havea dry,dusty 
and neglected look in Summer and their 
trees at all seasons show the want of 


proper person, one of experience, skill 
aud taste, should be selected to reorgan- 
ize out plazas and improve them after 
some well-systematized pian. They 
shonld be made suggestive of the wonder- 
ful adaptability of our soil and climate to 
the trees and plants of every zone. 
They sbould also be made inviting by 
their beauty, their infinite variety of 
growth, their comlort and their 
fragrance. As soon as possible, 
Los Angeles should make pro- 
vision for an extensive park of many 
acres—one that should be to us what 
Central Park is to New York City, 
where the public finds rest, recreation 
and every variety of healthful enjoy- 
ment. Here, where the virgin soil re. 
sponds so quickly to the band of labor, 
the glory of a great park would be ours 
speedily to enjoy. Here trees and 
plants are so eager to grow they take 
no rest throughout the long year, and a 
few years would make such a park the 
resort of thousands of our citizens and 
strangers. The estimate has 
been made that more than thirty thous- 
and visit the Central Park of New York 
every pleasant summer day, and on 
Sundays more than a hundred thousand 
people seek the delight and beauty 
which it affords. It is a little world in 
the heart of the great, busy, bustling 
and selfish city, where man may forget 
his cares, lay down his burdens and be

Wasuiweton, D. C., Dee, 9.—The 
special committee appointed by the last 
Congress to investigate, take testimony 
and report on the question of railroad 
freight rates and interstate commerce, 
will probably report to the Senate in 
the course of the coming two weeks.

terest, and the entirety be able to ad- 
minister to the wants of the community 
at large and the railroads as well. The 
members of the commission are to be 
paid salaries, and provisions are made 
for clerk hire and legs! expenses. The 
bill does not clothe the commission 
with power to prescribe and lay down 
cast-iron ales of maximam and 
minimum freight or passenger rates. 
The fact that the scope of the com- 
mission extendsatothe entire country 
aod mot any given State, preventibg 
the imposition of fixed schedules, as for 
example, it would be manifestly unjust 
to require a single-track road ranniog 
throngh mountainous, sparsely-set- 
tled country, to carry freight at the 
same rate as a double track 
through a populoar, wealthy community. 
According to the bill roads must pre- 
pare their schedules and present them 
to the commissioners, who, in turn, 
will decide the question as to whether 
the rates are just or unjust, pot only as 
between the carrier and the shipper, 
but competing roads as well. It fur- 
ther provides that the rates, when su- 


shall be daly printed and exposed to the 
public at:every office of the particular 
company. e rates shali not be 
changed without due notice to the pub- 
lic by advertasement, but by application 
to the board in addition. 

In case of a increase, the 
company so desiring must act under the 
authority of the board which is em- 

wered to sanction or veto the same. 

bis idea does away with the question 
a6 to whethera rate is just or anjust, 
the presumption being that the board 
will not in the first justance allow the 
imposition of an extortionate tariff, nor 
sanction the charging of a greater sam 
per mile fora shorter distaoce than a 


onger. 

The bill will give the commission the 
power to institute evits for uojast dis- 
crimination, and compe! the various 
roads to adbere strictly to the schedules 
sanctioned and approved by the Board 
of Commissioners. 

The attitude of the railroads thereto 
will have much weight in decid ng the 
fate of the proposed legislation. A 
more stringont bill unquestionably 
would mect with very serious opposi- 
tion from the railroads, as, for examp!'e, 
the Reagan bill, which at the last see- 
sion passed the House and was smoth- 
ered in the Senate. 

This particular bill will be introduced 
in the Senate before the holiday ad- 
jotrument. It will probably meet with

the House by the let of March. If the 
old-time advocates of the Reagan bill 
are disposed to be content with the new 
measure, ite progress will be much ac- 
celerated; on the othar band, the Rea- 

ites can, if they are so disposed, 
eat it.

Camp Graat Nearty Biewn Away.

A bright sun shone upon Riverside 
park yesterday. The visitors to the 
tomb of General Grant were fewer than 
on most Sundays when the weather has 
been pleasant. They stood in sma! 
groups before the vault for a little time, 
December breeze that 
whistled down the Hudson river and 
scurried over the bluff was more potent 
than the park policemen in keeping 
them moving on. The wind storm of 
Saturday night was severe in Cam 
Grant. It was one of the heaviest 
gales that has been experienced by the 
guard since it was stationed at Riverside. 
The strong gusts penetrated the only 
tent which is now standing in the camp, 
and soon reduced the flies to ribbons. 
The barracks and officers’ quarters 
stood the assault better, but the re- 
peated attacks began to have some 
effect. The buildings are frame, made 
in sections, and bolted together. By 
midnight Lieutenants Robinson and 
Ridgway discovered that they were in 
danger of being carried off the bluff 
into the river. The whole command 
turned out and ropes were passed over 
the officers’ quarters and fastened to 
posts driven firmly isto the earth. It 
was found that the roof of the barracks 
had also been sprung by the wind, and 
it was with difficulty made securé for 
the night.

OUR PORTRAIT GALLERY. 


WILLIAM MH. VANDERBILT. 
Williem H. Vanderbilt, probably the 
wealthiest man in America, died at bis 
home in New York on December 8, 
1885, He was having business inter- 


view with Robert Garrett relative to the 
entrance of the Baltimore and Ohio into 
New York City. Death, which was the 
result of apoplexy, was instantaneous 
and occurred without warning, Mr. 
Vanderbilt falling into Mr. Garrett's 
arms and expiring before any members 
of the family could be called. 


Commodore Cornelius V and 
was born in New Brunswick, N. J., 
May 8, 1821. He received a fair educe- 
tion at the grammar school of Colum- 
bia College, and at the age of 18 was 
placed in the office of Drew, Robinson 
& Co., of Wall street, then the leading 
brokers of New York. His health fail- 
ing him, he retired to an uncultivated 
farm of bis father’s on Staten Island, 


and, potting it under caltiva- 
tion, made it a paying prop- 
erty. The old Commodore did 


pot think mach of his oldest son and 
made him the batt of his ridicule. 
Fortunately the growing wealth of the 
commodore in mensure separated bim 
from bis son, and this gave the lattepan 
opportatity to strike out for himself. 
The Staten Island Railway Company, 
a poor concern in those days, bad fallen 
into bankruptcy. William H. Vander- 
bilt was called to be receiver of the con- 
cern, and in less than two years suc- 
ceeded in paying off the debts of the 
company aud placing it on « sound 
financial basis. lic was accordingly 
made president ofthe road. The old 
Commodore now bregen to see some 
worth in his eon and took him to 
Earope on one of his own vessels. This 
was tarning point in the younger 
Vanderbilt's cxrcer, A few yours after- 
ward he was made president of 
the New York and Llarlem Railroad, 
and, subsequently, of the Hadson River 
Railroad. This wasin 1564, when the 


_ | Commodore bad just capped the climax 


of his ewift and wonderfal career by 
cornering the shorts in Harlem and 
holding the etock at 285. After getting 
possession of the New York Central the 
elder Vanderbiit consolidated it with the 
Harlem and Hudson River. William H. 
quietly ran the roads whilst his father 
was preparing to gain possession of 
Erie. The old men secured a. majority 
of the stock, but Damel Drew played 
him a nuwber of sharp tricks in issuing 
stock of the road before the Commodore 
finally came off victorious. During 
this time William H. was mastering the 
details of ranning the immense railroad 
system of his father, and gai the 
latter's entire confidence. In 1869 he 
was made Vice President of the New 
York Central system, and when the 
Commodore died, in 1874, was made the 
legatee of the buik of bis fortune. The 
will was contested, bat the matter was 
compromised by William H. The 
Commodore left 100 million dollars. 
A few wonths after bis sire’s decease 
William H. bought largely « 
which were then at « ridiculoasly low 
figure, and his wealth increased rapidly. 
lo 1581 he was estimated to be worth 
225 million dollars. In Nov. 1879, the 
great cresh iu stocks tock place, but 
Vanderbilt supported his specialties 
and confidence was soon restored. 
1882 he invested largely in the South 
Pevnsylvania line and bought heavily 
of Reading stock. Although the latier 
haa fallen off wonderfully he has held 
onto it. Mr. Vanderbilt's house on 
Fifth avenue is one of the most magni- 
ficent of the country, end bis galleries 
were filled with art treasures. He was 
a great lover of fast horse flesh and at 
one time owned Maad 8., which he sab. 
sequently sold to Robert ner. In 
nal appearance he was a 

man, with sensual lips, side whiskers 
and dull, heavy eyes. He was not a 
society man, and hie language far from 
polished.

As soon as the necessary prepara- 
tions were completed, we began to dis- 
charge the cargo of rice into enormous 
lighters. The shipping being some 
two miles from town, all communica- 
tion was by boat. The natives, called 
Cingalese, were small, finely formed 
people, very active and intelligent; 
the features regular, with beautiful 
teeth, except ip some instances where 
ruined by the long continaed use of the 
betel nut, which one kindly offered 
me, and on tasting I found it some- 
what acrid, but by no means unpleas- 
ent, having none of the nauseating 
qualities of tobacco. It was prepared 
by rothng a betel leaf in the shape of 
& cone, inside of which was placed a 
little lime, nutmeg and a clove. Long 
continued use staids the teeth toa per- 
manent red, and finally destroys them 
by the action of the lime on the 
enamel, All the young natives seemed 
to take pride in having good teeth, and 
always scrubbed them after eati 
with a piece of cocoanut husk dippe 
in water. 

The wealthier class seemed to be a 
different sort of people from those who 
labored at discharging the cargo. The 
merchants wore a peculiar dress, which 
looked like a “Mother Hubbard” made 
from old-fashioned echintz bed cur- 
tains, with all manner of birds and 
flowers stamped thereon; their hair 
was worn long and tied up behind in a 
knot, being fastened with a tortoise 
shell cont They were effeminate 
heathen, took great airs upon them- 
selves, and, much to my surprise, one 
as follows: 
“To whom, sir, is your cargo con- 
signe@t” which was pare English, be- 
ing accompanied by the flutter of a 
fan which any lady might have envied. 
had begun a conversation with this 
interesting Cingalese, when his servant 
came over the gway and made a 
salaam. Bowing gracefully and daint- 
ily lifting the skirts of his variegated 
wrapper with jeweled fingers, and 
with the common heathen holding an 
enormous umbrella over him, he en- 
tered his catamaran and was carried on 
shore. 
The boats are built bead and stern 
alike, aud have an outrigger, upoo 
which they send a man to sit if the 
be very strong, and sometimes 
two or three are perched upon it if io 
danger of turning over. By simply 
shifting the sail, they go backward or 
forward without “goiag about.” 
The tl fishery w carried on 
during the spring months, and employs 
a fleet of about two hundred and fifty 
boats. The pearl oysters are much 
larger than the common oyster, but 
similar in appearance outwardly. They 
are found in beds some three or more 
miles in length and of the same 
breadth, at a depth of from three to 
fifteen fathoms water. The principal 
fishery is the northwest coast of the 
island. One oyster sometimes contains 
as many as fifty pearls, though in that 
case they are small and of but little 
value.

India voyages. hen we left Eng- 
land our running rigging was manilla 
rope; but, as it became worn and un- 
fit for use, it was replaced by rope of 
Eastern manufacture, called coir, 
which is rough, kinky stuff, and feels 
as if it was made of wire in cold 
weather. After it has’ been in use 
some time it wears smooth; and, when 
dry, is soft and pliable. Ropes in 
our country and in the rest of the 
civilized world are laid up or twisted 
right handed; but the Oriental 
heathen prefer it the other way, 
and the twist of their cordage is left 
handed. Almost everything scems \) 
be done wrong end foremost, and if a 
carpenter wishes to saw in two a piece 
of wood he rubs it against the saw, in- 
stead of rubbing the saw against the 
wood.
